THE FINALE 

There was a strange Hoeno in the House 
yestorday. Tlie matter unrlor discusbion 
■was Ike amendment of the Loader of tlio 
Opposition to the motion of Ihe Premier 
that the House do approve of the Minute 
of Oonnoil of the Government in reply to 
the Carnarvon dispatoli of IStli Decem- 
ber. Tlie question was fully debatoil at 
Ijrovioua f-ittiugs, and iiftor several mem- 
'oors had spokou yesterday and no otbers 
appearing desiroua of speaking, the bell 
■Wft3 rung and the vote taken. The Gov- 
ernment was Bustaiued by a majority of l-i 
to 9— ono Goverui'ient supporter (Mr. 
Morrison) being absent from bicknesa, 
and Mr. Armstrong sUukiug "ll tbe 
Bliackles of party and voting witli the Gov 
crnment. TUo <iiie»tion umh placed befom 
the HuUnG in tlio u-ual piu-iiaiuoiitary 
manlier: •'Sliall tbo words pi(i))OHL'd lo bo 
struck out Htiind part of the quei-tioiiV" 
The Reply haviug lieon in the alliinia- 
tive there could he no further amcnd- 
meat of those worde and the Honso stood 
committed to the. approvul of the Keply. 
Mr. Beaveu then rose and said he had an 
amendment to offer to the Minute of 
Council. The Speaker ruled that the 
Minute of Council waa not open lo am- 
ondment, and that the quc~tioii now was 
simplv the mluption or rejection of the 
resolution of tlio Premier. Upor< thi-- 
rnliug the Oi)p(isilion raised aRr( atcLun- 
or. Mr. Wrtlbem di^tillguislled himself 
by turning his back on Mr. Speaker while 
addressing hinj, for whiuh he was ahurply 
reproved l>y Mr. Speaker. The member 
for Thunder and Lightning Creek (Capt. 
Evuns) tliiow out an insinuation that the 
Speaker had coiuo prepared with thxt de- 
cision. Mr. Speaker called Uapt. Evans 
to order ind checked the rising cholor of 
Mr. Beaven with aftfw well timed remarks. 
The rosohitiou of tho Piemier was then 
put amid some confusion and much cheer- 
ing and curiied by a vote of 15 to 8. Mr. 
Humphreys here sprang to his fe«-t 
in a state of simulated rage aod call- 
ed on tho 'independent meuiborB" 
to follow him out of tho House 
and leave tho majority to do what thoy 
pleased witli tho couiitry. As he npoko 
ne cleared his desk of papers, threw them 
into the drawer, whici) lie locked anil 
strode fur the door with a "follow mo, my 
countrymen, ' air on hia fuco. Mr. \Vul- 
kem who ba t slniuted "bear, hear," to 
the proposi'ion of Mr. Humphreys, half 
rose from Ids seat as if lo follow him out, 
and Mr. Beaveu clapped his hat on his head 
and bt^gau to gather u[) liis p.ipers. At 
this supremo moment Bolj Smith shout- 
ed at the top of his voice— ' // voii ;/o 
you'll lo:<e your sessional ultowanc-i:" The 
words were electrical. Mr. Walkem sat 
down in hi* chair again with a jar, and 
Mr. 13oaven dro|)ped his hat and resumed 
his teal. Mr. Humphreys paused for a 
moment iu his mud career. Ho would 
fain have returned; but ho had gono too 
far aud he reasserted himself and disap- 
peared through the door. When he got 
onthide, ho looked about for the "inde- 
pendent" contiugeut which he expected 
to find at his heels. Alasl he saw only his 
cwn coat-tails, and a clond of dust that 
followed him across the bridge. l\Ir. 
Humphreys did not return. But tho "in 
dependent membera" remained aud earn- 
ed tueir w.if;i s like little nu'ii. Mr. Hum- 
phreys was still lookicg fur the "iiub pon- 
dent members" la'-t ovrniiig iu a dazed 
sort of way, aud like liachel weeping for 
her children mourned becanse they were 
not. 



In tho Houso of Commons, Jlarcb 22ud. 
Mr. Banstor moved the second roading 
of tho Act to provi<lo for tho bettor pro- 
tection of iifo and property in tho miiio.s 
of British Columbia. Ho explained that 
this waa a Bill which ho had been ro- 
quested by tho minors to bring befoio 
tho House. For some time past proper 
ventilation was not given to the mines, 
and hence the minors io 'ided to have an 
inspector appoint e l to vi-it the mines. 
The innpecfor would bo paid by fees from 
the owners of t'ln niino.s. This 13111 should 
puss for tho interests of humanity alouo. 
He thought the Bill would reoommond it- 
self to the House and pass without oppo- 
sition.' " 

Mr. Blake was afraid there were some 
grave difficuHies iu the way of tho second 
reading of tho Bill. It asked for tho op- 
poiiitmciit of an inspootor. who was to be 
paid hy the owners. There was uolliing 
in the Bill wliich would suffer by bring- 
ing it within tbo jurisdiction of this Par- 
liament, and be understood that a similar 
Bill wiis befori the Local Legislature. 
The Bill was also out of order from tho 
fact that it proposed ftos as welt as cer- 
tain linen lied pen dtios, although not in- 
troduced by resolution. 

Mr. McK'iy (C B ) said that a similar 
Bill ttiis ulroudy in tbo statute books in 
thecaso of thenppoiutmoQt of steamboat 
inspectors. The Governor in Council hud 
the power to appoint the inspectors oven 
for steamboats wiiich did not ply outside 
of tliu limits of ijurtic ilur Provinces. Ho 
did not t liiuk that there was any good 
reason why this Bill should not pass the 
Hov.sp, with the ex<'option that it was not 
desirable that it should originate in Com- 
mitico. Tlie Bill met with his approba- 
tion. The miuoH iu British Colnmbio 
were iu 11 different posiiioD to tbose of 
Nova Scotia, us in the former case _ wore 
the i)ropfirty of the owners of the poil.ond 
the Legislature bad c-over attempted to 
exercisi' any control. He believed that 
those eng. iged in luiuiug should have somo 
regard lor the lives of their employees, 
aud did not see why they should not oc- 
cupy [irocisely tho same position as in the 
ciise of steamboats. 

Mr. Blake said that the subject of navi- 
gation aud shipping was oxolusively un- 
der the authority of Parliament, and it 
was for tbi \ reason, no dQubt.tiiat provis- 
ion had been made for the inspection of 
that class of sliippiug called steamboats. 

After some remarks from Messrs. De- 
Cosmos aud Mills, 

Jlr. Blalio iisked to have tho Bill with- 
drawn. 

Mr. Bnnster, knowing the importance 
of the Bill, deoliued. He referred to tho 
uecesi'ity for a measnre of this kind, and 

thought it would be very ciuel to have 
tho miners of Briti h d.lumbia ij^uored 
altogether. lie aslied that ihe hon. .Min- 
ister of Justice should iiropose a Bill and 
submit it. 

Mr. Blako would bo very happy to for- 
waid any Bill in tlio iotereats of British 
Oolumbia. but they could not pass a Bill 
when they hud no power to do so. Tho 
Local Legislature was now in session. Tbo 
mioers had representatives there, not so 
able, perhaps, as in this Parliament, anc^ 
buch a Bill would doubtless be passed. 

Jfr. Buuster consented to withdraw his 
Bill, awuiiing tho action of tho Local 
Legiskturo.

understand iho HiuitUanl's utter disregard 
for truth: He. however, fouud the Sian- 
dard report of his remarki on tiie reply to 
Lord Carnarvon to be such tint ho could 
not permit it logo without giving it 
the moat unqua ilied coniiadiciiun. 
Thf» report wus false ns a wholes and 
almost every sunteuco was utt riy untrue. 
He denied in the most eraphatio nucuor 
that be had ever saiJ the Carnarvon terms 
wer« a blow lothe railway, and as to his 
adoiiitiug that Mr. Wulkeni'.i amendment 
would give force to tho reply, ic was a 
pure fakohooil. Tho uua. guiiticmau ad- 
ministered a most acathiug robuke to tho 
O 'position organ. Ho Haid, in a lilitiou 
t.i the insult it was to tho House to uiin-o- 
,|»ort mombors as tlie Stantlewd cortnialy 
did, it was a fraud upon thesmall portion 
of the public which trusloJ to timi j)uper 
for iDformation with regard to tfao pro- 
oeediuga in the House. He hoped in fu- 
ture the reports would show a small tinge 
of-trutti ani not be pure fsibrioiitioa.

Debate on tho Eoply to Lord Carimr- 
Tou's despatch of 18th Dooember was ro- 
■umed. 

iLr. Mara said tho Government deserv 
1 the 



ed the congratulatioua of tho Houso and 
country for tha bold and manly uomrse 
thdy had adopt id in b/iuy ng ihe reply to 
E*il Carnarvon's dispntch before this 
House iobto.id oi sheltering themselves as 
they might have done L>y tirst seudiug the 
reply aud then asking tho Houso to eu- 
dome it. They wont out, of the "ordinury" 
flbanaei by submittiog to the Houbo tucir 
Uinateiu Qoauoil and deoiariag their in- 
tentions to stand or fall by its adoption or 
rejection. In dealing with tho railway 
question where Island and Mainland 
members dill'er it is difficult to find com- 
mon ground; but in the reply before the 
House, every mo.nber who was prepared 
to treat the question irrespective of place 
•hciyparty muat support it. K-i was 
^vaa glod to iiud bno hoa. gentlemen 
on the other !-i>lf: who rose abovo party 
trammels and tlecLued hid intention to op- 
pose the aoiendmout and support tho 
ii£inute of .Council, The appeal to Eng- 
land was a mistake. England would not 
force Canada to build tho itaiiway before 
«b« was able and thus bring about nation- 
al bankruptcy. "When tbe present Gov- 
ernment took offico t hoy found the mat- 
ter in tho hands of L jrd C irn irvoa who 
waa virtually our only arbitrator. Now, 
if tbe diipatohes received Irom L ird Car- 
saTTon did not exactly suit us were wo to 
aend them baek saying thit they wme 
neuningieBS ur that be bad deserted u^, 
as bon. gentlemen on the other side sug- 
gested. This Minu'c of Cjiuieil thiiuks 
Lord Caruurvou for his exertions and ac- 
cepti his recomman ia ioii t > wait another 
year for railway constiucti m. \Vu relied 
on the moral support of Ejgliiml and by 
this Minute we have an adititiunal claim 
on England that she will sea the railway 
bnilt. If we adopt this amendment we 
are thrown on our rosonrccs, whereas if 
wo accept tho Minute of Council wo havo 
aa ftdditioniU claim on tiio sympathies and 
moral support of Great Britain. Ho (Mr. 
Mara) h.id opposoil the appeal to Eng- 
land. He wished to see tho I'ra.ser routo 
sarreyod, while tbe press and mimbers 
for the Island in the House of Commons 
were endeavoring to force tho Canadian 
Government to t.ike au extreme route. 
Tha people of tho Lower Fraser did not 
wish to dictate ns lo tho terminus of the 
railway; but they ha l u riaiht to ask that 
the route in wiiioli they were interested 
should be exaniiofjd. Tuat examiuatiou 
wouid tiiko place this your and the Prater 
liiver routo would rest on its merits, like 
all oihnr routes. Vaucouver I.-ilaud i-t not 
an agricultural and wiock grazing section. 
■•%'lie building of tlio Island lii^o would cre- 
''ate ' a little business while in course of 
construction, but prospuijty would bo 
ephejincral. If.tt railway were to be built 
from tho coast to the interior, srock ami 
produce would reaeii tlio provincial mar- 
ket, which itcouUl not now doadvant igo- 
ous'ly. All ^ocliouB of tho country must 
pay tributo to Victoria, and the iuteiior 
could n it ho opono.l without benedtiiiig 
■ ber. Had tho people of tuo interior thia 
market thoy would grow wealthy and thu 
Island would profit by that wealth, and 
until that uiaiket was secured to tlie 
Mainland tho Island lino Hlioiild not bo 
built. Huch was tho lino of policy he 
Islanders should havo adopted, and to 
day wo should havo found Mainland and 
Island working togi ther fur the E-qui- 
nialt Nanoinio railway. He bolieved iho 
Islundors tlioulil accept a siiflicient am- 
ount of coiupen^iatiou to hnild tho Is'and 
lino; butns neithor sidcfavorod that view 
ho would not press it. Tho Minute of 
^ ..Qdaooil merely repeated tUo reason Earl 
Carnarvon gave for farther delays. It 
said that tho Government were informed 
that further surveys were neoeesary and 
the Oovoinmout ooneodod tbe delay. 
Tho Ilciily uiado no concussion whatever 
beyond" tho delay of oiio year. 
Clause i of tho Itoply said that tho CJuv- 
ornment "werp not prepared" to reopen 
ibe term B and accept compensation. No 
language could be Btrongor. Tho Oppo.ii- 
tion say that the amendment will strength- 
en onr case; but ho (Mr. Mara) could not 
see how. Lord Carnarvon plainly said 
(hat any impatiouco ou the part of Colum- 
bia would not strengthen !ior case, and 
the Province has tbe strongest assurance 
that by toting in accordanco with his 
Tiows that wo might count ou his support 
and Hymi'alliy. Tho Government had 
done all that Tt could. Tuey had accept- 
ed Earl CaruitvouB assurance thut if 
thoy relied upon hira ho would soo that 
jnstico would bo done, Iho reply vtm 
calm and diguilled and should bp adopt* 
•d by this House (chosrs.) 

Mr, DaTi'') coQonrred ip tbe Beply tp 
1^1 QDrnarvoB'H diapatobM. H* did not 



agree that the Government were wrong in 
refusing to treat with E Igar. Edgar's 
mission was one of inquisitiveness as evi- 
denced by bis private letter of instruo- 
tion from Mr. Mackenzie. If any thing 
further were required to show the im- 
propriety of deulin or with Edgar it was 
the fact that .tfr. Mackonzio would not 
answer a simple t'dogram ankiny if Edgar 
propositions would bind tho Canadian 
Government. Ho also agreed with Mr. 
Walkem's mission to England. It was 
necessary with the anti-British Oolnm- 
bian party in power in Canada, and thoy 
were anti-British Columbians having 
since taken an avowed enemy (Mr. Blake) 
into tho Cabinet. ILvft year a further 
repre ontation was made to Eng'and and 
now wo had Earl Carnnrvon's dispatohes, 
iu which we were ask'.'d to concede a sum- 
mor's delay. What a'ternativo was there 
but to accept it ? Ho did not say that 
under no oircumstanops wbnld it bo right 
to adopt the only alternative we should 
havo if railway construction sliould not 
take pluco, but ho hoped that tho lime 
would nover come when wo should havo 
to ask for noparatiou. Certainly tho only 
choice wo had now was to accede to the 
present views of the .English Government. 
A.Qy otlier coarse might alienate tlie ' only 
friend we bad. Our moral position would 
bt! stronger in another year. Ho would 
ask lion, momb. rs what thoy would do if 
thoy did not a.lopt tlio view's of tho I'^ng- 
lish Govornmeut. Ho was soiry thoio 
had not, boon that unanimity this session 
which had been stiowu during the last. 
Whv should not tbe same oouDselii which 
prevailed then have prevailed now? Tho 
Governor's speech last year treatoil of tho 
Railway question without sooaratiug 
the Mainland and Island — yet this year 
amendment aftor amondinent were intro- 
diicod, all treating of tho Island road 
contrary (o CarnarvDn's views. Whatever 
tlio object was the cflbct had been to show 
to Canada that division e.tisted and they 
w ould take advantage of ic. If tho Chief 
Commissioner made a mistake surely it 
was a greater one to hourly and daily 
blazon ir, forth, so that onr oneiuios mi;,'h"t 
take advantage of it. Ho was sure liin 
constituents would agree in adopting 
thoao views of tho English Government. 
He did not kuow that greater amity ex- 
isted between Cariboo and Victoria than 
between Cariboo and any other district. 
Every member of Victoria v )tod for the 
road tolls, bnt he was satiatied that Cari- 
boo was generous enough to treat the 
Island fairly and would certainly not con- 
sent to roliovo Canada of the least of her 
obligations even for a oousideration, or 
even consider the proposition until 
practical construction was advauced. His 
colleagues seemed to think he had no 
right to differ from them, but he had not 
bean sent as an automaton to this House. 
Ho bad approved of tho rejection of 
Edijar's proposals and iho propriety of tho 
appeal to Eogland, and ho now aciej a< a 
true British Columbian in acceding to the 
views of the English Qovernmeut, aod 
thouijht that bis constituents themselves 
wonl 1 also agree. Tho reply now boforo 
the Hou33 refused to re-open tho terms 
and even Victoria could not wish for 
more (cheers.) 

Mr. Dougl'is considored the Kiply n 
very good one (olieer.s) but took excep- 
tion to tho third clttusa, whloh, be sai I, 
roojioned the whole question of tho terms. 
Mr. Edgar's proposition was to give tho 
Ishnd a railway and set the MaiulMiid at 
naught; to divide the Province. But tho 
Island would not acoept (he Island road 
without tho main line (oheors from Mr. 
Williams ) 

Mr. Gordon refer: ed to an expression 
usod on Saturday by the senior member 
for Victoria city (Mr. Beaven) "that it 
ma'. te red not where tho Dominion Gov 
erameut fixeil tho terminus as ho had no 
cocfideuco in tho people or G jvernnn ut 
of Canada." Hueii u remark, Mr. Gordon 
submitted, should never have been made 
by tho hon. membor. Ho (Mr. Gordon) 
called to mind when in 18C8 Mr. Beaveu 
addressed him a letter asking him to 
join a Uoufeileration League of wnich .Mr. 
Beaven was Sooretary. At that time Mr. 
Bo. ivou wanted confi doraton so that we 
mixlU get Reap nsiblo Govcrniuont. llo 
had no thought of tho railway then. He 
only wanted confederution then for the 
sake of llosponsible Govern 'ijout(laughter 
and cheers.) As a native Canadian it had 
given him groat pain t) hoar Mr. Beaven 
(who was alfO a Canadi in) u.io such lan- 
guage about his own j.'n.iplo. This rail- 
way question had coino up iu tho goiillc- 
raau's mind finco confederation; but the 
railway was in the Iinpoiial miud when 
Cipt. Pailisier was sent through British 
North America to examine the country for 
a transcontiueulal railway. 

Mr. B'..'avon here interr;;ptrd to Fay 
that ho did enter'ain siidi aentunonts to- 
wards C.inada and her pi'ople. He told 
tho G )Teriior-Goneral whou he was here 
tiiat if the Cmadian G.)vurnment were to 
count down $750,000 in geld on tho table, 
he would not b'jlieve th;y intended to 
givo it, 

Mr. Gordon — I cau quite umli^r.st ind 
why tlu) hon. geutloman wouM liko to 
soo §750,000 in go'd on a tiblo iu front of 
him (laughter) ; so I'll say no more ou 
that point (roars of laughtor.) 

Mr. 13eaveii— I told tho Governor- 
General that if Ciuada paid tho §700,000 
it would want to ni.^count it, I am not 
afraid to exi)re3s my sentiments, 

Mr, Gordon — Of course not. No one 
will hurt you (laughter,) Tho House 
will pardon me as a native Canadian if I 
wish to sou the Dominion extended from 
ocean to ocean aod this city the outlet of 
tho trade of half a continent (clieor,s.) 
Tho 8th paragraph^ of Lord Carnarvon's 
ileiipatch culls on British Columbiana to 
roinomber that they are part of a great 
nation. Tho future and not tho present 
is what wa should think of. It gives rao 
satiBl'actiou to find that one hon. genile- 
mon (Mr, Armstrong) who supported tho 
appeal to England i-> now readv to man- 
fully acquiesce iu tho views of Lord Car- 
nirvoii (cheers ) I Khali voti; for iho 
Beply, Mr, Speaker, and believe thogood 
sense of tho people will Hiiat.iiii tho Gov- 
ernment in the course they have taken
